“When's the last time you 
heard of someone catching rubel- 
la?” she asked, suggesting that, if 
there’s no active pool of a disease, 
no one’s going to catch it.

And Mary James, head of the 
Association for Vaccine Damaged 
Children, says she lost a child to 
vaccines. 

Vaccines have always been 
viewed with suspicion in some 
quarters, despite the enormous 
dent they’ve made in the fight 
against infectious diseases. 
Simply 
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vac- 
cines work by intro- 
ducing our bodies to a weakened, 
non-infectious version of a virus or 
bacterial cell, or a part of the cell. 
Our immune systems learn to rec- 
ognize these specific infections 
and how to attack them. For exam- 
ple, by being exposed to a part of 
the virus that causes measles, our 
immune system is able to defeat 
the real disease if we come in con- 
tact with it. 
But the truth is, vaccines do 
have flaws. Until recently, it was 
thought one inoculation for 
measles would protect us from the 
disease. But after an outbreak of 
about 250 measles cases in Calgary 
in 1997, which included rina

Alberta Hospital. 

“It is true the disease itself gives 
you better immunity than the vac- 
cine, but the diseases themselves 
can be more serious than many 
people realize,” she said. “There is 
a mortality rate associated with 
measles.” 

Health Canada suggests, in fact, 
that measles causes death in one- 
third of cases. 

But people opposed to vaccines 
do have some reasons to be con- 
cerned. Perhaps the most notori- 
ous vaccine fiasco of our time 
occurred during the late 1950s and 
early 1960s. Polio vaccinations, by 
necessity,

known as SV40. Today, some 
groups point to SV40 as the cause 
for everything from high cancer 
rates to AIDS. 

Researchers have found links 
between SV40 and some rare 
tumors. And more studies are 
being conducted. In Canada, the 
Laboratory Centre for Disease 
Control has established a special 
committee to investigate adverse 
reactions to vaccines. Its members 
are also examining the effects of 














SV40-contaminated polio vaccines. 
But Dr. Robert Pless, acting 
chief of the LCDC’s division of 
immunization, says it’s difficult to 
connect SV40 with other diseases. 

“No one, epidemiologically, has 
found any increased risk (of devel- 
oping cancer, if infected 
with SV40), and 
we are 
looking 
at mil- 
lions of 
people,” 
Pless said. 

In fact, cancer rates are “the 
same” among groups of people 
who were and weren't inoculated 
with the contaminated polio vac- 
cine, he says. 

The effects of SV40-contaminat- 
ed vaccines remains hotly debated. 

Other controversies abound. In 
1997, British researcher Dr. 
Andrew Wakefield published a 

study in the prestigious sci- 
e ence journal 






















Lancet which sug- 

gested a connection between 
measles vaccinations and Crohn’s 
disease. Two subsequent studies 
have been conducted, which repu- 
diate Wakefield’s research. But if 
the measles vaccine itself is not 
tainted by an actual connection to 
the bowel disorder, its reputation 
has surely been damaged by the 
allegations. 

As for Alther’s observations that 
her children reacted to the pertus- 
sis vaccine, that’s entirely possible. 
Until last year, that vaccine con- 
tained a whole cell of the bacteria.

“You can’t gag a mother. We 
speak openly and we speak hon- 
estly. We don't say ‘don’t get vac- 
cines’; we say, ‘know what the 
risks are.’ Parents are not making 
informed choices.” 

But Dr. Pless of the LCDC says 
mandatory reporting is like seat- 
belt legislation: some people won't 
bother anyway. And he points to 
Surveillance programs at pediatric 
hospitals across the country and 
other reports of adverse effects 
sent in from family physicians. 

“We encourage reporting,” he 
said. “What we don’t miss are the 
dramatic events. Someone is going 
to report that whether it is manda- 
tory or not.” 

Pless cites “vested interests” in 
some vaccine education cam 
paigns. Health Canada has pro- 
duced extensive educational mate- 
rial of its own, which includes a 
book entitled Your Child's Best 
Shot. The department also posts 
information and reports on-line 
and offers evaluations of Internet 
resources. 

Pless believes firmly in the good 
vaccines do but is puzzled by argu- 
ments suggesting anything else. 

“Why would public health offi- 
cials endorse a program that dam- 
ages kids?” Pless asked. “What is 
my interest in promoting and mon- 
itoring a product that is going to 
kill people? I'm not into that. 

“These products are as safe as 
they need to be. We do make sure 
they are as safe as they must be to 
accomplish the goal of reducing 
disease in society, not increasing 
it.” 

The U of A’s Dr. Robinson 
guesses the success of vaccines 
may, ironically, be to blame for 
creating a false sense of confi- 


dence and anti-vaccine sentiment. 

“It’s just too bad that the parents 
making these decisions were not 
more familiar with things like the 
very dramatic effects of polio,” she 
said. 

Mere words won't convince 
James, who suggests doctors aré¢ 
ynly as good as the information 
they're taught. She'll continue the 
fight. 

“I should have a 15-year-old 
daughter .. . I, as her mother, am 
her advocate. Her death 
undignified but for the dignity of 
her soul, I have to do this.”

It’s all part of the real-life surreal- 
ism of your life passing before 
your eyes as death stalks your 
every second. 

And speaking of surrealism, 
there are several Daliesque com- 
positions to enjoy, notably a low- 
angle shot of soldiers fixing bayo- 
nets at the end of their rifles — the 
pointy steel mimicking the shafts 
of sunlight streaming through the 
jungle ceiling. 

Apart from some voice-over nar- 
ratives made redundant by on- 
screen action (and a very glaring 
continuity error thanks to Koteas’s 
wristwatch), there’s nothing 
wrong with this film. Writer/direc- 
tor Terrence Malick is batting 
1,000. His other films, Badlands 
(1973) and Days of Heaven (1978), 
came up just short of excellent. 

Even if Malick gets the Oscar 
nominations he deserves (person- 
ally, I'm keeping my fingers 
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crossed for Lolita’s Adrian Lynne), 
he’ll probably lose out to either 
The Truman Show's Peter Weir or 
Steven Spielberg for that other 
Second World War movie. But it 
would be a total crime if the acad- 
emy overlooked this film in some 
very important technical cate- 
gories. Cinematographer John Toll 
should get a nod for his exquisite 
lensing of this tale. Consideration 
should also come for this film’s 
sound recording and editing. And 
Hans Simmer’s score gives new 
meaning to the word “ethereal.” 

Seeing that this is Malick’s first 
film in 20 years, it almost makes 
me wish another favorite eccen- 
tric, American film-maker John 
Waters, would wait two decades 
before making another film, lest he 
fob off another lame, inane bur- 
lesque like Pecker on an unsus- 
pecting public. 

I said “almost.”
